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Baker Issues New Travel Rules; Violators Face Fine

Starting Aug. 1, travel- 
ers arriving in Massachu- 
setts must quarantine for 14 


days, unless they are arriv- 


ing from a lower-risk state 
or test negative for CO- 
VID-19, and those who do 
not comply face a $500 fine 
per day. 

The rules apply to all 
travelers coming to the Bay 
State, including 
returning home and college 
students arriving for the fall 
semester. 

Gov. Charlie Baker an- 
nounced the 
order on July 24. The gov- 
emor, speaking at a State 
House press conference, 
said Massachusetts _ resi- 
dents have made tremen- 
dous sacrifices to slow the 
spread of the coronavirus, 
and all travelers to the state 
have a responsibility to help 
contain the virus. 

“Since March, the peo- 
ple of Massachusetts have 
made great sacrifices and 
have shown great discipline

and, as a result, our state has 


made great progress to slow 
the spread of COVID-19 
and gradually re-open. The 
actions of our residents have 
made this possible. I want to 
thank you for continuing to 
wear face coverings, to so- 
cially distance, to practice

Baker said. 


“We have a lower aver-. 


age for positive tests than 
many states around the 
country. We want to keep it 
that way as travel volumes 
increase from other states 
and around the world. The 
most important thing I say is 
very simple: Every traveler 
coming to Massachusetts, 
no matter where they are 
from, has a responsibility to 
help keep COVID-19 out of 
the commonwealth.” 
Beginning Aug. 1, all 
travelers arriving in Massa- 
chusetts must fill out a form,

state designated as being at 
a lower risk for COVID-19 
transmission. 

Those travelers subject 
to the new rules will be re- 
quired to quarantine for 14 
days unless they can pro- 
duce a negative COVID-19 
test result that was admin- 
istered up to 72 hours prior 
to arrival in Massachusetts. 
Travelers would no longer 
be subject to the quarantine 
requirement if they receive 
a negative test result after 


_ they arrive in the state. 


By announcing the new 
rules a week ahead of time, 
and giving airlines and other 
traveler providers advanced 
noticed, Baker said he ex- 
pected a “vast majority of 
the people will play by the 
rules.” 

“The goal here is to rely 
on what we have relied on 


from the beginning, which 
is that people, generally 
speaking, follow the rules,” 
he said. 

The governor said resi- 
dents concerned about a 
possible violation of the 
new rules can contact their 
local health department, the 
state Department of Public 
Health, or call 2-1-1, which 
is the state’s coronavirus ho- 
tline. 

Eight states met the crite- 
ria to be designated as low- 
risk as of July 24: Connecti- 
cut, Hawaii, Maine, New 
Jersey, New Hampshire, 
New York, Rhode Island 
and Vermont. To be desig- 
nated as a lower-risk state, 
a state must have a positive 
test rate below 5 percent and 
fewer than six new Cases per 
day per 100,000 residents. 
Both would be measured as 


a seven-day rolling average. 

Massachusetts’ positive 
test rate was 1.8 percent and 
the state had averaged 3.6 
new cases per 100,000 resi- 
dents during the prior seven 
days, according to Marylou 
Sudders, the secretary of 
health and human services. 

Travelers will be in- 
formed of this order and new 
travel guidance by airlines, 
passenger rail corporations, 
bus companies and some 
major travel agents when 
booking trips and before 
arrival in Massachusetts. 
Hotels and other lodgings, 
including short-term rental 
providers like AirBNB, are 
also supposed to inform 
guests of the rules at both 
booking and check-in. 

As part of the updated 
travel rules, employers are 
strongly discouraged from 


allowing business-related 
travel to destinations other 
those states designated as 
low-risk. Employers that 
permit employer-paid or 
-reimbursed travel to non- 
exempt states should take 
measures to ensure employ- 
ees comply with the order. 
Employers are also urged | 
to strongly discourage their 
employees from taking lei- 
sure travel to destinations 
not included on the list 
of COVID-19  lower-risk 
states. 

People passing through 
the state, people commut- 
ing across state lines for 
work, people traveling to 
Massachusetts for medical 
treatment, people comply- 
ing with military orders, or 
people traveling to work in 
federally designated critical 
infrastructure sectors are ex- 
empt from the new rules. 


Governor Extends Moratorium On 
Evictions, Foreclosures To Oct. 17 


Gov. Charlie Baker has 
extended the pause on evic- 
tions and foreclosures for 60 
days, until Oct. 17, through 
the authority granted to the 
governor by Chapter 65 of 
the Acts of 2020, An Act 
providing for a moratorium 
on evictions and foreclo- 
sures during the COVID-19 
Emergency, which was 
signed into law on April 20, 
2020. 

This law’s limitations on 
evictions and foreclosures 
have allowed many tenants 
and homeowners impacted 
by COVID-19-to remain in

Senate Passes 
$17 Billion 
Transportation 

- Bond Bill

A $17 billion transporta- 
tion bond bill approved ‘by 
the Senate includes funding 
for the MBTA, upgrades to 
the pier at Squantum Point 
Park and water transporta- 
tion network improvements 
among other items. 

The Senate approved the 
transportation bond bill on 
July 16. The House of Rep- 
resentatives had approved 
its own transportation bill 
earlier this year. The Sen- 
ate bill, unlike the one ap- 
proved by the House, does 
not include an increase in 
the gas tax. 

“The Senate’s position 
is that we are still looking 
at the revenue picture and 
trying to determine what 
is going to be the best way 
to approach it,” Sen. John 
Keenan, a Quincy Demo- 
crat, said in a recent inter- 
view. i 

The Senate bill includes 
funding for numerous trans- 
portation projects across 
the state, including work 
on the Cape Cod bridges, 
rebuilding a section of the 
in Allston, and expanding 


commuter rail service to the 


South Coast. 

If the bill is signed into 
law, the’ governor would 
have the discretion to pick 
the projects for which funds 
would be released, Keenan 
said. ; 

“The way the bonding 


process works is the leg- _ 


islature passes a bond that 
authorizes the governor to 
borrow money to work on 
certain transportation proj- 
ects. Once we pass it, the 
governor has discretion as to 
what items within the bond 
bill he chooses to spend 
money on,” Keenan said. 

_ “We pushed to get local 
priorities in there. It does not 
mean those things are going 
to happen, but it means the 
governor has the authority 
to expend money on those 
priorities. So, you want to 
get them in there and then 
make the case, “this is a pri- 
ority, you have the authority 
to spend on it. Let’s move 
forward,”

BBB Tip: Scammers Steal Addresses Of Empty 
Homes For Rental Cons, Phony Stores And More

For years, BBB has 
warned consumers against 
doing business with callers 
and online companies who 
don’t have a valid physical 
address. Scammers, never 
easily deterred, have found 
a way to associate an ad- 
dress with their shady deal- 
ings, and this has led to the 
birth of even more scams. 

Homeowners with: mul- 
tiple properties, consumers, 
and renters need to be aware 
of several scams that start 
with the address of a house, 
apartment, or property that 
is currently unoccupied. 

Businesses Using 
Fake Addresses 

Scammers will try to 
sell all kinds of counterfeit 
or non-existent products 
online. Common scams 
involve the sale of high- 
dollar large items, such as 
RVs and cars, puppies, and 
brand name clothing, usu- 
ally at steeply discounted 
(too-good-to-be-true) pric- 
es. They often use images 
they’ve harvested from 
legitimate websites to con- 
vince consumers the prod- 
ucts exist. 

To give their scheme a 
more reputable appearance, 
scammers are now adding 


‘a physical address to their 


listings. Where do they get 
the address? They find a 
vacant property and simply 
add it to their listing. A quick 
web search may reveal that 
the “business address” is lo- 
cated in a residential area, a 
vacant place of business, or 
the same address as a real, 
but unrelated business. 
Phony Rental Scams 
Scam _ reports indicate 
that many con artists steal 
online rental listings — in- 
cluding the photos of the 
house or apartment and the 
property description — and 
create their own listings, 
which look legitimate but 
contain the scammer’s con- 
tact information instead 
of the property owner’s or 
rental agent’s. They may 
work out a deal with you 
over the phone, insisting that 
because of an emergency or 
circumstances outside of 
their control, they won't be 
able to meet you in person 
or show you the property. 
Instead, they may invite you 
to drive by and send you a 
contract by mail or email. 
Once you've signed the 
contract, they ask for your 


deposit and. first month's 


rent. In return, they will mail 
you the keys to the property. 
Your check’ or wired funds 
will be received, but'no key 
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ish into thin air. 

Scammers are also us- 
ing vacant addresses for 
even more sinister purposes. 
Some scammers look for 
vacant homes that don’t 
seem well-cared for — a “For 
Sale” sign, lack of an alarm 
system, and an unkempt 
lawn may be all it. takes. 
After identifying a target, 
they actually break into 
the home, set up. their own 
rental listing and give tours 
to potential renters. In a few 
cases, renters have lived in a 
home and paid a false land- 
lord for months before the 
truth comes to light. 

How to Avoid Vacant 

House Scams 

Tips for owners of unoc- 
cupied houses: 

¢ Secure all windows and 
doors to your vacant prop- 
erty. It may seem obvious, 
but door and window locks 
can get overlooked — espe- 
cially if you’re busy with 
the hustle and bustle of a 
move. Keep intruders out by 
double checking the locks 
before you leave the prop- 
erty, ; 

* Maintain your property. 
A lawn and house that looks 
cared for will discourage 
scammers from targeting 
your property. If you live far 
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tomatic sprinklers, and keep 
the contact information for a 


"trustworthy local handyman 


nearby. 

¢ Give an extra key to 
a friend or neighbor. Ask 
them to check up on your 
home periodically. This is 
also important in case some- 
one needs to. give a handy- 
man or the police access 
to your property and much 
safer than a lockbox. 

* Keep your alarm system 
up and running. This will be 
a huge protection for your 
unoccupied home. If you 
can’t afford the expense of 
an alarm system, it doesn’t 
hurt to keep an alarm system 
sign posted in the front yard. 
You could also consider in- 
stalling a surveillance door- 
bell that can show you who 
has been on the premises, in 
real time. 

¢ Put a hold on the mail. 
A mailbox overflowing with 
junk mail is a tell-tale sign 
no one is home and could at- 
tract scammers, thieves, and 
other suspicious individu- 
als. It’s best to have your 
mail forwarded to your new , 
acdsee or a PO. box.

$25,000 In U.S.

The city’s downtown revitalization effort cleared a major 
hurdle after it was learned a $250,000 appropriation for the 
project has been included in the U.S. House of Representa- 
tives version of the FY 1991 Federal Budget. 

Mayor James Sheets, who was notified by Cong. Brian 
Donnelly, called the news, “a major victory and break- 
through.”

BAR HOURS ROLLBACK 
ON A CASE-BY-CASE BASIS 

In an effort to reduce vandalism, other crime and litter, 
Mayor James Sheets is considering rolling back the hours 
of city bars on a case-by-case basis and preventing all-night 
convenience stores from operating in the early morning 
hours. 

Last week, the mayor proposed forcing all bars to close 
at midnight instead of 1 a.m., banning all-night convenience 
stores and restricting the hours of fast food restaurants. 

Sheets has asked John Gillis, chairman of the License 
Board, for a list of bar, lounge, convenience store and fast 
food restaurant owners. The mayor said he would then meet 
with them to discuss vandalism and litter problems and pos- 
sible solutions. 

LaRAIA: ANOTHER COMEBACK? 

The Quincy Sun Sunbeams Column reported the pos- 
sibility of a political comeback for former mayor and city 
councillor Joseph LaRaia. The speculation, that in the 1991 
city election LaRaia would seek a councillor at-large seat 
and if successful, would build support for a future run for 
mayor.

Since 1974 The Quincy 
Track club has created op- 
portunities for youngsters 
in Quincy and surrounding 
towns to learn, compete and 
just have fun in the sport of 
track and field. 

Started in 1974 by Frank 
Kelly, the club has perhaps 
witnessed thousands _ of 
youngsters running on the 
oval whether it be at Veter- 
ans Stadium, Sterling (now 
South-West) Middle School, 
Cavanaugh Field or the new 
Faxon Field Complex on 
Southern Artery. 

“Frank Kelly wanted a 
program similar to the Koch 
Club where any kid, regard- 
less of talent or income 
would have the chance to 
compete,” said QTC Direc- 
tor Geoff Hennessy who 
now takes the helm for the 
47th season. Hennessy has 
been opening the gate and 
setting up since 1977 after 
starting in 1974 as a staffer 
working with hurdlers. 

Kelly’s untimely death in 
1976 spelled a possible end 
to the program but the staff, 
along with Kelly’s widow 
Irene, and daughter Janice, 
put heads together and kept 
the program afloat. Over the 
years as the diversity of the 
city has become more com- 
plex, so has the club which 
is open. to anyone aged 5 to 
14. The staff, largely com- 
prised of high school and 
college athletes who have 
competed for Hennessy, 
who is also the head coach 
of the Quincy-North Quin- 
cy Cooperative Track and 
Cross Country teams, also 
reflects a diverse racial and 
ethnic group of young men 
and women. 

With the COVID-19 
pandemic curtailing much 
of sports and education 
this past spring and into the 
summer, Hennessy made the 
decision to put on a smaller 
more concise version of the 
program offering it Monday 
through Thursday just for 
the month of July. 

“We had to do 
thing,” — said 


some- 
Hennessy. 
“People were getting cabin 
fever. We just kept it word 
of mouth this year so as to 
not-be inundated with num- 
bers.” The plan was to do 
six rotating stations plus 
a kids boot camp with 10 
kids at each for 10 minutes 
which comprised an’ hour. 
So far the plan has worked. 

The club, in its present 
state, almost resembles the 
Olympics themselves with 
children whose parents hail 
from a multitude of foreign 
countries as well as kids 
whose parents ran for Hen- 
nessy years ago. Families 
have moved here because 
of Quincy’s closeness to 
jobs in Boston, a convenient 
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public transportation sys- 
tem, and excellent schools. 

“The beautiful thing is 
that everyone gets along, 
the kids have fun, they’re 
learning something, and are 
being mentored by real ath- 
letes which is what’s best 
for the kids,” Hennessy said. 

Indeed the 30 plus staff 
are almost entirely college 
and high school kids except 
for veteran staffer (captain) 
Kirk Vaughan. Vaughan, 
59, of Braintree, grew up in 
Roxbury and attended St. 
Coletta’s Day School. One 
of his coaches at St. Co- 
letta’s was longtime North 
Quincy Coach Peter Chri- 
som, Jr. Chrisom called 
Hennessy back in 1983 to 
ask for assistance in prepar- 
ing Vaughan for the Special 
Olympics which are held at 
Harvard University every 
June. The rest is history. 

Vaughan has been at 
Hennessy’s side ever since 
and has also traveled to two 
World Special Olympics in 
New Haven CT and Tokyo 
Japan. “Kirk teaches high 
jump and the kids really 
take to his instruction,” said 
Hennessy. — 

The club over the years 
has produced its share of 
stars. The club can boast 
over 100 Patriot Ledger 
All-Scholastics plus © 74 
Boston Globe or Herald 
All-Scholastics, 26 NCAA 
All-Americans, and three 
Olympians.

Social Security

Dear Rusty: In 2019 I was out of work for an ex- 
tended period. I was eligible to begin receiving retire- 
ment benefits (at age 63) and started to do so in August. 
My part time job was limited so it did not conflict with 
my Social Security amount, but in October through the 
end of 2019 I went back to my old industry at four times 
the pay rate. My understanding is that I will need to pay 
Social Security back about $1.40 for every benefit dollar 
they have paid me while I worked at the higher wage. 
When and how is that paid? Signed: Part Time Again 

Dear Part Time Again: If you started your Social Se- 
curity benefits in August of last year at age 63, for the re- 
mainder of 2019 you were subject to the “first year rule” 
which means you had a monthly earnings limit of $1,470 
after your benefit started. If you exceeded that monthly 
limit starting in October of 2019 and for the rest of the 
year, you won’t be entitled to benefits for the months of 
October, November and December. Social Security will 
consider that an overpayment, and they will want you to 
repay all those benefits to them. However, if it would be 
to your advantage to do so, you can request that Social 
Security use the annual earnings limit for 2019, instead of 
the monthly limit. For example, if using the 2019 annual 
earnings limit ($17,640) would result in a smaller impact 
to your benefits, Social Security may accommodate your 
request to use the annual limit. Depending upon your 
total earnings in 2019, you may want to consider ask- 
ing that the annual earnings limit be used, instead of the 
monthly limit, when determining your 2019 impact for 
exceeding the earnings limit. 

Starting in 2020 you’ll be subject to an annual limit of 
$18,240 (limit changes yearly). If you exceed the annual 
limit, SS will take back benefits equal to $1 for every $2 
you are over the limit. If you’ve again stopped working 
at the higher amount, and now only working part-time 
and won’t earn more than $18,240 for this year, you'll 
not be subject to the annual limit. But exceeding the 2019 
monthly limit last year will still affect you: 

You will receive a form from Social Security asking 
you to specify your 2019 income month by month for 
the months you were receiving benefits. Since you ex- 
ceeded the monthly limit from October through Decem- 
ber, they’ll be asking you to repay all of the benefits you 
received for those months. They will give you the option ~ 
of either repaying them in full in a lump sum, or they will 
recover what you owe by withholding your monthly ben- 
efits until the overpayment is satisfied. That will mean 
you'll go some months without benefits, the number of 
months dependent upon your monthly benefit amount 
and how much you owe them. Remember, you have the 
option to request the annual limit if it will benefit you. 

Though you'll lose benefits for some number of 
months now, when you reach your full retirement age 
(66 years and 4 months) they will automatically give 
you time credit for the number of months they withheld 
benefits and move your SS claim date forward. That will 
increase your monthly benefit amount slightly, and you’ Il 
get that slightly higher benefit for the rest of your life. 

One final point: In the year you reach your full retire- 
ment age the annual earnings limit will go up by about 
2.5 times and the penalty for exceeding it will be less ($1 
for every $3 over the limit). And when you reach your 
full retirement age the earnings limit goes away entirely.

1 stalk celery, roughly chopped 

2 cups of red wine (any wine you like) 

2 or 3 cups of chicken stock 

% can of tomato paste 

3 tablespoons of olive oil 

Salt and pepper 

Flour or corn starch 


Season short ribs with salt and pepper 
and dredge in flour or corn starch. 

In a Dutch oven sauté the ribs in hot oil 
until golden brown. Sear meat long enough 
to brown but not to cook through; remove 
and set aside. 

Add the onion, carrot and celery into the 
pan and cook 3 or 4 minutes on medium 
heat. 


Add in tomato paste and deglaze the bot- 


tom of the pan with the red wine. Allow the 
wine to reduce, and'then add the meat back. 

Pour in chicken stock enough to sub- 
merge the meat in the liquid. 

Bake at 275 degrees for 3 to 5 hours or 
until meats falls off bone. 

When finished strain liquid and reduce 
by one half and this creates a fantastic rich 
sauce.

Swimming and summer 
are virtually synonymous, 
but getting ill from bacteria 
in lakes, rivers and the ocean 
can really put a damper on 
the good times, U.S. health 
officials warn. 

Recreational water ill- 
nesses (RWIs) are caused by 
germs and chemicals found 
in the water that we swim in. 
They are dispersed by swal- 
lowing, breathing in mists or 
aerosols of tainted water, or 
having contact with contam- 
inated water in swimming 
pools, hot tubs, water parks, 
water play areas, interactive 
fountains, lakes, rivers, or 
oceans. RWIs can also be 
triggered by chemicals in 
the water or chemicals that 
turn into gas in the air and 
cause air quality issues at in- 

Comprehending the ba- 
sic facts about recreational 
water illnesses can make the 
difference between a pleas- 
ant experience at the pool, 
waterpark beach, and con- 


tracting a rash, having diar- 
thea, or developing other, 
potentially dangerous dis- 
eases. 

Since 2009, nearly 120 
disease outbreaks in 31 
states have been linked to 
untreated recreational water. 
The U.S. Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Preven- 
tion (CDC) stress that be- 
ing aware of possible harms 
and selecting appropriate 
precautions are vital in as- 
sisting to keep you healthy 
while you cool off. The 
chief of the CDC’s Healthy 
Swimming Program notes 
that swimming is a great op- 
portunity to be physically 
active, and however the 
public simply needs to ac- 
complish this in a smarter, 
healthier manner. 

Contamination can occur 
from a multitude of sources. 
These include storm water 
runoff, septic or sewer over- 
flow, or water from farms or 
wastewater treatment plants. 
These sources can all add 
fecal material to the water. 
Also, animals may defecate 
on the beach or in the water, 


adding to the problem. 

The most common in- 
fections are from bacte- 
ria, and include norovirus, 
Shiga toxin-producing E. 
coli, Cryptosporidium and 
Shigella. These bacteria 
can cause nausea, diarrhea, 
vomiting and fever. E. coli 
can potentially cause a dan- 


gerous infection that can’ 


lead to hemolytic uremic 
syndrome causing issues 
with the kidneys and could 
potentially lead to death. 
Most often, these condi- 
tions will subside on their 
own, but for some, such as 
children and the elderly, 
these infections can be fatal. 
Older people with chronic 
conditions or compromised 


immune systems can be par- 


ticularly susceptible to get- 
ting sick. Swallowing con- 
taminated water is one of 
the most common ways of

teria V. vulnificus, which 
can cause life-threatening 
wound infections. The CDC 
states that only 205 cases 
of V. vulnificus occur each 
year, and that is amid mil- 
lions of Americans who 
swim in lakes and oceans. 
Thus, it is very rare. Still, 
1 in 7 who contract the dis- 
ease, will die from the infec- 
tion, and it is advisable to 
stay out of salt water if you 
have a cut or scrape. 

Data from the CDC’s 
National Outbreak Report- 


ing System found that be- 


tween 2009 and 2019, there 
were 119 outbreaks from 
recreational water in 31 
states that sickened more 
than 5,200 people. Almost 
90% of these outbreaks be- 
gan popping up from June 
through August. Additional- 
ly, scientists believe that the 
problem is much larger than 
the data indicates, due to the 
fact that many people who 
experience these illnesses 
do not go to the doctor or 
hospital to be evaluated. 
Experts ‘note that those 
swimming 


areas have a_responsibil- 


ity to ensure the beach and 
water are not contaminated. 
They should be consistently 
monitoring the water qual- 
ity, looking for harmful bac- 
teria. Furthermore, those in 
charge should be familiar 
with the kind of geography 
and topography of the areas 
surrounding the beach and 
the potential sources of con- 
tamination. 

For safe swimming it is 
advisable to follow these 
rules: 

¢ Don’t swim when the 
pool or beach is posted as 
closed, and check water 
quality advisories. 

¢ Don’t swim when the 
water is cloudy and/or after 
a heavy rain. 

¢ Don’t swim when sick 
with diarrhea. 

* Don’t swallow the wa- 
ter. 

* Keep sand out of your 
mouth. 

- It is also important to 


_ avoid letting your let your 


children swim if they aren’t 
toilet-trained. Kids who re- 
lieve themselves in the wa- 
ter can be a source of bac- 
terial infection. It may also

be a good idea to wear swim 
goggles to keep the water 
out of your eyes. 

Finally, because we are 
in the midst of a pandemic, 
even though you won’t get 
COVID-19 from the water, 
you could contract it from 
people near you, so it is im- 
portant to be aware of your 
surroundings and practice 
proper distancing. Experts 
warn people to be extra cau- 
tious because of COVID-19, 
and advise taking a shower 
before and after swimming, 
and if you swim in a pool, 
be sure it’s disinfected prop- 
erly.

‘Fight Failure With Progress,’ Quincy Grads Told

Quincy High School’s 
valedictorian on Saturday 
urged his fellow classmates 
to learn from their mistakes 
and not let their failures de- 
fine them. 

The 380 members of 
Quincy High School’s Class 
of 2020, the school’s 145th 
graduating class, received 
their diplomas during two 
ceremonies on Saturday, 
one in the morning and one 
in the afternoon. The gradu- 
ates took to the field at Vet- 
erans’ Memorial Stadium 
in blue cap and gowns, and 
many wore special blue 
Quincy High School masks. 

The commencement 
was originally scheduled 
for June but was postponed 
because of the coronavirus 
pandemic, and two ceremo- 
nies were held in order to 
adhere to social distancing 
guidelines. 

Class Valedictorian Pat- 
rick Rak, who will attend 
Harvard University, .began 
his remarks Saturday by de-

claring himself a loser. 

“Some might claim that 
[ am accomplished, but, in 
my opinion, I am a loser. Or, 
if you’d like more proper 
terms, an anti-winner. And 
I wouldn’t want it any other 
way,” Rak said. 

“One of the most inter- 
esting facts that I have ever 
learned is that the most ac- 
complished people tend to 
be the greatest losers. Walt 
Disney was fired from a lo- 
cal newspaper for ‘lacking 
creativity.’ Albert Einstein 
failed the entrance exams to 
the Swiss Federal Polytech- 
nic school at 16. Thomas 
Edison had 10,000 failed 
patents.” 

Rak told his classmates 
about his own failures, like 
being rejected for summer 
internships and never win- 
ning a playoff game in four 
years of soccer and three 
years of volleyball. 

“IT never let my failures 
define me,” he said. “Dis-

“Think of it like a graph 
of the stock market,” he 
said. “It riSes up over time, 
but not without a plethora 
of bumps and peaks. When 
I failed to gain a spot in the 
playoffs, | worked my tail 
off in the offseason to try 
and get better.

Miss Liberty --- Patriotic 
symbols like the Statue of 
Liberty, the American flag, the 
bald eagle and Uncle Sam are 
easily recognized today, but 
our first symbol, Miss Liberty, 
is almost forgotten. Before 
the Revolutionary War, the 
word “liberty” was the battle 
cry. Perhaps because a female 
figure was used to represent 
liberty in ancient Greece and 
an Indian Princess for the 
colonies, the early represen- 
tation for America’s symbol 
was a woman. The figure was 
known as Columbia, Goddess 
of Liberty, Liberty or Miss 
Liberty. She usually held a 
sword, wreath, shield decorat- 
ed with stars and stripes, and 
wore the Phrygian liberty cap. 
By 1875, cast zinc figures of 
Lady Liberty were being made 
in New York by the William 
Demuth Company. Demuth 
was an artist who made many 
statues for use as lawn deco- 
rations, ships’ decorations and 
decorations for buildings and 
parks. He later made’ figures 
lors that were a little less than 
4 feet and sometimes as tall as 
6-1/2 feet. 

Once the Statue of Liberty 
was in place in 1886, the God- 
dess of Liberty was almost en- 


- tirely forgotten. She appeared 


again in posters and folk art 
during World War'I. A large 
zinc Goddess of Liberty was 
auctioned at Garth’s in Dela- 
ware, Ohio, for $25,200.

Group Urges Lawmakers To Pass Safe Communities Act 


To the Editor: 

Immigrants in Massachu- 
setts have been some of the 
hardest hit by. COVID-19 
— both in terms of infection 
rates, and economically, es- 
pecially as many are shut 
out from crucial safety-net 
programs. Immigrant com- 
munities have been part of 
the social fabric of cities 
like Quincy and have made 
significant contributions to 
the economy as essential 
workers. However, in the 


current political climate, 
immigrant families have in- 
creasingly become fearful 
and concerned about their 
safety when seeking sup- 
port with domestic violence, 
sexual abuse, health care or 
going to community CO- 
VID-19 testing centers. 

The widespread fear of 
deportation among immi- 
grants is a moral and public 
health issue.

Baker-Polito Administration Expands 
Targeted Free COVID-19 Testing Sites 


The Baker-Polito Ad- 
ministration announced 
Monday an expansion of its 
“Stop the Spread” initiative, 
which provides freé CO- 
VID-19 testing in targeted 
communities across the 
Commonwealth. 

This expansion includes 
new testing sites in Aga- 
wam, Brockton, Methuen, 
Randolph, Revere, Spring- 
field, Taunton and Worces- 
ter. The Administration 
previously launched free 
testing sites in Chelsea, Ev- 
erett, Fall River, Lawrence, 
Lowell, Lynn, Marlborough 
and New Bedford, bringing 
the total number of com- 
munities served, with Mon- 
day’s expansion, to 16. 

The Stop the Spread 
initiative is a data-driven 
focused effort to reduce the 
prevalence of COVID-19 in 
communities that are above 
the state average in total 
Cases, positive test rate, and 
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Twenty-seven students 
from Quincy recently grad- 
uated from Boston Univer- 
sity.

have experienced a decline 
in testing levels since April. 
All residents of these 16 
communities, including as- 
ymptomatic individuals, are 
urged to use these sites to 


. get tested. While these sites 


are being launched in these 
communities, they are open 
to all residents of the Com- 
monwealth. 

The population of the 
new cities in which the free 
testing will be conduct- 
ed — Agawam, Brockton, 
Methuen, Randolph, Re- 
vere, Springfield, Taunton 
and Worcester — make up 
approximately 10% of the 
Commonwealth’s popula- 
tion. However, these com- 
munities have seen 15% 
of the Commonwealth’s 
positive tests in the last two 
weeks. — 

The statewide positive 
test rate over the past two 
weeks is approximately 
1.7%, but in these 8 commu- 


nities, the positivity rate is 
nearly 50% higher, at 2.3%. 

Despite the continued 
elevated spread in these 
communities, total testing 
in these communities has 
declined over 20% since the 
end of April, while the state- 
wide average has been flat 
over that time period. The 
total cases as a percentage 
of population for these com- 
munities is nearly double 
the state average. 

Since launching Stop the 
Spread on July 10, 19,083 
residents have been tested 
at these free testing sites. 
So far, the COVID-19 Com- 
mand Center has received 
results back for 17,189 in- 
dividuals, with a positivity 
rate just under 1.8%, The 
Command Center expects 
these numbers to change 
as additional testing results 
continue to come in. 

The Administration’s 
first expansion of testing in 8 


communities — Chelsea, Ev- 
erett, Fall River, Lawrence, 
Lowell, Lynn, Marlborough 
and New Bedford — has suc- 
cessfully increased testing 
in those communities. 

In the first week, test- 
ing in those 8 communities 
was up 48% over the week 
before those sites went live, 
and statewide, testing was 
up 24%.
